Texas  abortion  clinics  make  gruesome  offer 


HOUSTON  (BP)  -  A  chain  of 
Tena-baaed  abortion  clinics 
baa  amouQced  it  wiO  provide 
iXM»st  dxMtions  during  the 
month  ol  September  *for  those 
afiected  by  Hurricane  Harvey  * 
Whole  Woman’s  Health, 
which  operates  Texas  dinks  in 
Austin,  Fort  Worth,  -  McAllen, 
and  Sra  Antonio,  announced 
its  &ee-abortion  campaign  in  a 
Sept  t  blog  poet  stating,  “The 
need  far  aboition  care  does  not 
stop  for  nattjral  disasters.* 
Supported  by  alwrtion-assLs- 
tanoe  funds,  induding  the  Lil¬ 
ith  Fund  and  the  Stigma  Relief 
Fund,  Whole  Woman’s  Health 
wiS  also  (rffar  free  travel  and 
kxking  as  part  of  its  campaign. 
rWlife  advocates  called  the 


offer  *1ieinou8*  aiKi  "callous.* 

‘'Hie  promotion  of  this  hei¬ 
nous  no-cost  service  is  riddled 
mth  friDades  because  abortion 
is  never  free,*  said  Melissa  Con¬ 
way,  dbector  of  external  rela- 
tfans  for  Texas  Right  to  Life. 

“T^te  is  always  a  cost  to 
abortion.  Women  are  not  frre 
from  the  emotional  toll  that 
ensues  after  abortion  and  the 
child  is  certainly  not  free  to  live 
another  day.  Abortions,  just  like 
the  catastrophk  effects  of  a  hur¬ 
ricane,  are  never  free  and  we,  as 
a  community,  pay  the  price  for 
their  needless  destruction. 

so  many  are  living  in  the 
tragk  remains  of  Harvey,  now 
more  than  ever  is  the  time  to 
protect  the  most  vulnerable 


among  us  and  combat  the  pred¬ 
atory  schemes  of  big-buaness 
abodion  attempting  to  victim¬ 
ize  women  and  terminate  the 
lives  of  their  prebom  babies.* 

Followers  of  Jesus  must  “be 
the  haiKls  and  feet  of  Christ’ 
followiiw  Harvey,  Conway  said, 
espedalty  to  “women  who  are 
pregnant  and  in  crisis.*  Such 
women  should  be  referred  to 
pr^nancy  cape  centers  that  will 
care  for  them  and  their  unborn 
children,  she  said. 

Tom  Billings,  executive  di¬ 
rector  of  the  Houston-area 
Union  Association,  told  Baptist 
Press  in  written  comments,  “It's 
ironic  after  so  many  heroic  ef¬ 
forts  to  save  pets  during  the  re¬ 
cent  floods  in  Houston  mat  any- 


cm  would  be  so  callous  with  the 
life  of  an  unborn  child.’ 

Whole  Woman's  Health  stat¬ 
ed  in  its  blog  post,  “Unfortu- 
natdy,  we  know  all  too  well  that 
aborron  can  be  difficult  to  ac¬ 
cess  in  some  parts  of  the  coun¬ 
try,  especially  in  Texas.  There 
are  already  to  many  barriers 
to  access  this  necessary  pro¬ 
cedure,  and  natural  disasters 
stand  in  the  way  of  wom^  get¬ 
ting  to  their  appointment  and/ 
or  being  able  to  afford  care. 

“During  Hurricane  Harvey, 
many  of  the  clinics  in  Hous¬ 
ton  had  to  close  temporarily, 
leaving  women  with  very  few 
options.  Continued  politi^  at¬ 
tacks  on  abortion  access  make 
an  unwanted  pregnancy  partic¬ 


ularly  stressful  in  Texas  —  add 
that  to  the  stress  of  dealing  with 
hurricane  aftermam,"  the  blog 
post  stated. 

Abby  Johnson,  a  pro-life  ad¬ 
vocate  and  former  director  of 
a  Texas  Planned  Parenthood 
clink,  said  her  former  employer 
made  a  similar  free-abortion 
offer  following  Hurricane  Ka¬ 
trina  in  2005.  Though  the  idea 
seemed  “fimtastic”  at  the  time, 
Jotuison  said  according  to  Life- 
News.com,  "I  now  remize  that 
we  were  preying  on  these  fami¬ 
lies  in  their  most  desperate  time 
of  need.  We  didn't  offer  to  help 
them  find  housing,  food,  cloth¬ 
ing,  or  anything  else’.,  iust  a 
way  to  kill  their  unborn  child  at 
no  cost.' Sick."  . 


Almost-forgotten 
wildfires  marching 
across  Western  U.S. 


MASTERPIECE  CAKESHOP 

Court  urged  to  protect  cake 
artist's  religious  freedom 


SEELEY  LAKE,  Mont.  (BP) 
—  While  raging  hurricanes 
have  devastated  the  U.S. 
Gulf  Coast,  wildfires  in  the 
western  United  States  have 
been  mostly  overlooked  by 
the  national  audience  as  an 
area  nunulatively  larger  than 
the  state  of  Maryland  has 
been  eonsumed. 

Southern  Baptist  Disas¬ 
ter  Relief  units,  however,  are 
preparing  for  ministry. 

Nine  western  states  — 
California,  Colorado,  Idaho, 
Montana,  Nevada,  Oregon, 
Utah,  Washington,  and  Wy¬ 
oming  ■—  have  experienced 
fires  this  year  that  have  con¬ 
sumed  more  than  eight  mil¬ 
lion  total  acres  —  three  mil¬ 
lion  acres  above  the  annual 
national  average  for  the  past 
decade,  according  to  The 
Washington  Post. 

Disaater  relief  units  from 
the  Mbntana  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  are  pci.sed 
for  action  amid  what  The 
Poet  has  labeled  “the  most 
deatiuctive  fire  season  in  the 
last  20  years’  for  the  state 
The  Federal  Emergency 
Manaynnent  Ageno'  has  ap- 
provea  disaster  assistance  for 
three  large  western  Montaiut 
fires,  the  Associated  Press  re¬ 
ported  Sept.  10. 

Dan  Stewart,  disaster  relief 
coordinator  for  the  Montana 
Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion,  said  most  property  loss 
thus  fiir  seems  to  be  fences, 
out  buildings,  and  vacation 
homes.  The  convention's  di¬ 
saater  relief  teams  are  pre¬ 
pared  to  do  ash-out  work  for 
any  homes  that  have  been 
burned,  be  said. 

The  Montana  convention 
also  ntay  help  coordinate  lo 
cal  pastors  and  youth  groups 


to  cut  trees  away  from  vul¬ 
nerable  homes,  take  down 
burn<Hl  fencing  for  ranchers, 
and  cut  trees  back  from  vul¬ 
nerable  fence  lines,  Stewart 
told  Baptist  Press. 

Generally,  Montanans 
“don’t  ask  for  help  and  they 
don't  look  for  help,'  Stewart 
said,  “and  they  [wonder], 
‘Why  are  you  helping  me?’ 
That  mves  us  an  opportunity 
to  tell  them'  about  the  love 
of  Christ. 

One  Montana  feeding  unit 
was  mobilized  to  feed  evacu¬ 
ated  residents  at  a  shelter 
near  the  Missoula-area  See¬ 
ley  Lake  fire,  which  started 
in  July.  That  unit  was  civlled 
off  when  residents  dispersed 
before  emergency  crews 
could  reach  the  shelter, 
Stewart  said. 

In  Oregon,  where  fire  has 
seared  more  than  640.000 
acres  according  to  The  Post, 
disa.ster  relief  units  from  the 
Northwest  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  are  on  standby. 

The  Fjigle  Creek  fire,  which 
has  hiirned  more  than  :i:|,ooo 
acres  in  northern  Oregon  ac¬ 
cording  to  I' PI.  has  i'h.iins.'iw 
crews  on  standby,  said  Hill 
Grilfith.  a  regional  disas 
ter  relief  coordinator  for  the 
Northwest  Convention 

The  Clieteo  Bar  fire  in 
southern  Oregon  may  require 
feeding  units  for  evacuees, 
Griffith  said.  That  lila/c  has 
consumed  iBo.oovi  acres. 
The  Post  reported. 

In  California,  the  law 
Angeles-area  lai  Tuna  fire 
threatened  1.400  homes  and 
injured  to  ix-ople  before  fire-
